The budget act for 1960-61 is 
now behind us, and the $2.481 bil- 
lion spending bill is now before 
the Governor for fina] action. As 
I write this, we are proceeding 
rapidly with the work of the spe- 
cial session and may have succeed- 
ed in winding it up before you 
read this. 

As was anticipated, a wide va- 
riety of items was included in the 
proclamation for the special ses- 
sion. The total of 39 subjects put 
before us in the original call and 
its three additions run the gamut 
from air pollution to unemploy- 
ment insurance, from the sugar 
content of grapes to disposal of 
submerged lands. Many of the 
topics are technical in nature, but 
several have proved to be highly 
controversial. 

Since there can be no limit on 
the type of legislation relating to 
the permitted subjects which may 
be introduced, a considerable 
number of bills and constitutional 
amendments were dropped in the 
hoppers of both houses, in addi- 
tion to many resolutions express- 
ing opinion on various matters. 
A total of 160 bills and 11 consti- 
tutional amendments were intro- 
duced in both houses, and our 
committees are speeding up their 
work on them, now that the bud- 
get session is over. 

Among the major items on our 
agenda, education is the topic of 
the greatest number of measures, 
more than a third of those intro- 
duced in the Assembly, and almost 
that proportion in the Senate. 
Generally, these measures fell into 
three main categories: first, those 
relating to the organization of our 
state-supported higher education; 
second, those proposing increases 
in the number and value of schol- 
arships for gifted students; and 
third, those relating to an addi- 
tional state bond issue for school 
building loans to local districts. 

As of now, a $350 million school 
bond measure is making progress 
towards passage. Various schol- 
arship bills are receiving favor- 
able consideration. The master 
plan for higher education, about 
which I have previously written, 
also seems to be making headway, 
now that the statutory approach 
to the problem has been substitut- 
ed for the contentious constitu- 
tional amendment avenue. But 
proposals for additional state aid 
for junior college districts seem 
unable to ge over some roadblocks. 

Air pollution legislation this 


session is largely confined to pro- 
posals for state investigation and 
certification of motor vehicle ex- 
haust control devices, plus a legal 
requirement that approved units 
be installed in all vehicles within 
stated time limits. A major bill 
of this type has passed its house of 
origin, but its fate in the second 
house seems uncertain at present. 

A $400 million bond issue .for 
veterans’ farm and home loans 
seems well on its way to final 
passage. It seems generally agreed 
that this amount is needed to en-+ 
able the loan system to meet grow- 
ing demands during the next few 
years, 

A few major issues are still in 
such dispute that the bills con- 
taining them are on the doubtful 
list. A bill to further restrict use 
of “loss leaders” — goods sold by 
retailers below cost to attract cus- 
tomers — was side-tracked for in- 
terim study. Another to make

SHAPE OF things to come on 
Olive street was indicated at the 


city council when consideration 
was given to the elimination of 
parking on Olive between Main 
and the Southern Pacific tracks. 

NO ACTION was taken, but it 
will not be too many moons before 
parking will be eliminated not 
only in this area, but on out to 
Jaye street as well. And on to- 
ward the west, in the county area, 
there are also Olive street prob- 
lems as traffic increases on this 
major road connecting the city of 
Porterville and the great, adja- 
cent farming area. 

RIGHT NOW Olive is carrying 
far more traffic than a two-lane 
street should, in fact, at times, 
more than recommended for a 
four-lane thoroughfare. But when 
four lanes of traffic move on 
Olive, as often happens, and cars 
are parked along the street, thinge 
get sort of jammed up. 

AND IN the not too distant fu- 
ture, Olive will be extended east 
to tie in with Grevilla, which will 
put even more cars on Olive. Out- 
side of Porterville to the west 
there is constant development 
along Olive — even out as far as 
the Cotton Center area, and de- 
velopment means at least one 
thing for sure — more cars. 

IN ORDER to keep things mov- 
ing, there will also be more traf- 
fic signals on Olive — inside and 
outside the city. The new signal 
at Olive and Jaye appears to have 
helped the situation at this inter- 
section, and, to some degree, im- 
proved the pattern of traffic flow 
generally on Olive. But one light 
cannot contro] the entire street. 

RIGHT NOW Olive is the second 
or third busiest thoroughfare in 
the county, and as time goes on, 
it will get nothing but busier. 
All of which might well call for 
advice and wisdom to owners of 
business property along Olive, both 
inside and outside the city: Better 
plan for off-street parking. Olive 
street is getting loaded.

FIGHT CANCER 
WITH CHECKUP 
AND A CHECK 


PORTERVILLE, Apr. 7 — Im- 
mediate saving of lives from can- 
cer in Tulare county, and ultimate 
total victory over the disease, is 
the double objective of the 1960 
Cancer Crusade which got under 
way here April 1. 

The annual educational and
